Colleges to Enable Women to 
Study Medicine. 


Mr*. E. T. Stotesbury has endowed 
a scholarship In medicine for a college 
girl, under the direction of Dr. Eliza­ 
beth B. The!berg of Vassar college. 
This action was the result or a talk 
by Doctor Theiberg before the Na- I 
tional Council of Women in Washing- j 
ton. The lack of doctors owing to the 
number of hospital units sent abroad 
and the importance of training women 
to aid particularly In public work 
formed the subject of the address. 
“The shortage in the medical service 
will be filled by women sooner or la­ 
ter,” she said, “and the members of 
the council will encourage the estab­ 
lishment of scholarships for women In 
medical schools and the medical de­ 
partm ent of colleges. 
“There Is no more important health 
work than furnishing young women 
who are anxious to enter the medical 
profession the wherewithal to do It," 
Is the statement made by Doctor Thei­ 
berg. “Scholarships have been offered 
In many colleges. 
More are needed. 
Trained 
medical 
women 
are doing 
wonderful war work. 
Three hundred 
and twenty woman dentists are serving 
soldiers iii the training camps and aid­ 
ing hundred* of soldiers with defec­ 
tive teeth to enter the army. The Im­

woman doctor* is overwhelming, aud 
college girls who want the opportunity 
of becoming doctors should be provid­ 
er! with fund*.”
